Some loss ol steel, sorely needed 
by both defense and civilian Indus- 
try, seemed Inevitable because thp 
steel makers wanted to bo sure thelr< 
blwt lumacea were empUed of hot 
metal In advance of any stoppage. 

Wlthhaldi AcUon 
, PhUlp Murray, head of both the 
CIO and Cho strike -threatening 
Btcelworkors union, Withheld action 
until Thursday'on a request by tho 
waRo stjibl ligation board for a new 
Strike postponement. 

Thursday la tho same day the 
WSB has. fixed as its target date lor 
gettlnit out recommendations .lor 
settline'the complex dispute — In- 
volving Murray's demands for on 
lau-cent hourly pay boost and a 
score of other items. 

Up to Panel 
Murray told tho WSB yesterday 
the decision on whether to strike or 
not win be up to the union's aoo> 
man policy committee. It has been 
called into session here Thursday. 

Tho union probably will have had 
a peek at the WSB's flndlnes be- 
fore it makes up its mind. 

Steel companies have promised 
the WSB they will bo prepared to 
bargain with Murray's xui'-on within 
three days after the board's recom- 
mendations become known.

west ond northern CalllonUa and 
the ocean Itself, It said. 

Secretory of the lr\terior Oscar L. 
Chapman Issued a report, 'The 
Drought In Southwestern United 
States" which said the 10-year water 
shortage threatening the area Is 
one of the eight most severe 
droughts since the I3th century. 

-In tho absence of obundont rain, 
the report sold, "dependable relief 
in contrast to temporary relief will 
bo assured only through early trona- 
portatlon ol water from avollable 
sources In other areas, or through 
additional storage on streams now 
wasting water to the ocean.
